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INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  MEAT  INSPECTION. 

Artificial  Coloring  of  Lard,  etc. 

The  decision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue,  dated  May  12,  1908,  defin- 
ing oleomargarin,  has  already  been  communicated  to  inspectors  in  charge  of  meat 
inspection.  In  consideration  of  this  decision,  and  after  consulting  with  the  officials 
of  the  Treasury  Department,  it  has  [been  decided  that  this  Bureau  will  permit  the 
addition  of  artificial  coloring  matter  to  lard  or  other  fats,  but  such  products  must  not 
be  made  in  semblance  of  butter.  In  the  case  of  establishments  wishing  to  color  lard 
or  other  fats  artificially,  trade  labels  should  be  submitted  for  approval  before  use. 
Only  those  coloring  matters  permitted  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  use  in 
meat  food  products  may  be  used,  and  their  presence  must  be  shown  on  the  labels. 
The  Treasury  Department  states  that  under  its  existing  regulations  a  company  pre- 
paring an  artificially  colored  lard  would  not  be  permitted  to  manufacture  or  manip- 
ulate such  a  product,  which  is  exempt  from  taxation,  on  any  premises  on  which 
oleomargarin  or  process  or  renovated  butter  are  manufactured  or  where  untaxed 
butter  is  handled  or  produced. 

Supervising  Preparation  of  Canned  Meats. 

All  meat  inspectors  should  read  the  article  entitled  "A  Study  of  the  Methods  of 
Canning  Meats,  with  Reference  to  the  Proper  Disposal  of  Defective  Cans,"  in  the 
Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Bureau,  and  should  avail  themselves  of  the  infor- 
mation therein  contained  in  their  work  of  supervising  the  preparation  of  canned  meats. 
This  article  will  soon  be  issued  in  separate  pamphlet  form  and  copies  will  be  supplied 
to  inspectors  in  charge,  also  to  proprietors  of  official  establishments  on  request. 

Return  of  Refused  Shipments. 

Meat  or  meat  food  products  which  have  been  shipped  in  interstate  trade  and  have 
been  refused  by  the  consignee  but  have  not  left  the  possession  of  the  transportation 
company  or  entered  the  channels  of  trade  |may  be  returned  to  the  original  shipper 
by  the  transportation  company  without  obtaining  a  new  shipping  certificate. 

Exporta'^to  the  French  Antilles. 

Foreign  regulations  now  in  force  require  all  shipments  of  meat  and  meat-food 
products  to  the  French  Antilles  to  be  accompanied  by  certificates  of  inspection. 

Reports. 

In  reporting  on  I.  D.  Form  112  the  species  of  animals  should  be  indicated  on  the 
back  of  the  form. 
The  forwarding  of  I.  D.  Form  112F  reports  to  Washington  may  be  discontinued. 

Care  of  Bureau  Locks  and  Keys. 

Reports  of  losses  indicate  that  the  new  Yale  padlocks  are  not  being  properly  cared 
for  at  some  stations.  Inspectors  in  charge  are  directed  to  see  that  these  padlocks  are 
stapled  to  some  fixture  by  the  chain  provided  for  that  purpose. 

The  Bureau  has  gone  to  the  expense  of  obtaining  the  rights  of  an  exclusive  key  way 
and  key  changes  for  these  locks  and  having  the  locks  so  marked  that  their  identifi- 
cation is  beyond  question.  No  reasonable  excuse  can  be  anticipated  for  the  loss  of  a 
padlock  or  a  key,  the  latter  having  identification  legends  both  on  the  key  and  on 
the  attached  tag,  which  also  provides  franked  postage  in  the  event  of  the  key  being 
found  bv  some  one  outside  the  Bureau. 
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Hereafter  there  will  be  a  uniform  charge  of  82.50  for  a  lost  padlock,  which  the 
Bureau  employee  responsible  for  the  care  of  the  lock  will  pay  unless  it  can  be  abso- 
lutely proven  that  he  was  not  at  fault.  In  case  it  should  appear  that  an  establish- 
ment employee  was  responsible  for  the  loss  the  matter  must  be  taken  up  vigorously 
by  the  inspector  in  charge  with  the  establishment  and  also  reported  at  once  to 
"Washington.  The  inspector  in  charge  will  take  similar  action  when  it  is  found  that 
an  employee  of  an  establishment  has  been  tampering  in  any  way  with  a  lock.  There 
will  also  be  a  uniform  charge  of  $1  for  the  loss  of  a  key.  Inspectors  in  charge  are 
directed  to  inform  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  immediately  when  it  is  discovered  that  a 
lock  or  a  key  has  been  lost. 


PROPERTY  ACCOUNTS. 

Inspectors  in  charge  and  other  employees  having  government  property  of  a  non- 
expendable nature  in  their  possession  are  directed,  on  permanently  leaving  a  station, 
to  obtain  receipts  on  Form  P2  for  all  government  property  turned  over  to  their  suc- 
cessors, and  to  send  such  receipts  to  the  property  clerk  of  the  Bureau,  who  will  make 
the  necessary  transfer  on  his  records. 

Employees  who  have  temporarily  transferred  property  to  members  of  their  forces 
(on  Form  P8,  which,  may  be  obtained  upon  requisition)  are  directed  to  see  that  all 
such  property  charged  to  a  retiring  employee  is  returned  before  the  final  salary  or 
expense  vouchers  of  such  employee  are  approved  by  them  for  settlement.  In  the 
event  of  any  delinquency  the  facts  must  be  reported  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau,  and 
the  final  voucher  will  be  held  pending  the  satisfactory  settlement  of  the  property 
account. 

When  purchases  of  material  of  a  nonexpendable  nature  are  made  at  stations  or  in 
the  field  under  letters  of  authorization,  employees  are  directed  to  attach  to  the 
voucher  sent  in  for  reimbursement  Form  P2  (invoice  and  receipt)  in  duplicate,  listing 
on  such  forms  the  nonexpendable  articles  purchased.  A  detailed  and  concise  descrip- 
tion of  each  article  must  be  given  to  enable  the  property  clerk  to  determine  at  once, 
without  resorting  to  correspondence,  what  has  been  purchased.  Both  copies  of  the 
form  will  be  filled  out  alike,  except  that  the  purchaser  will  sign  only  the  original  in 
the  lower  right-hand  corner  in  the  space  marked  "Eeceipt  for  signature  of  con- 
signor," the  duplicate  being  left  unsigned.  The  forms  on  arrival  at  Washington  will 
be  checked  against  the  vouchers  by  the  office  of  accounts  and  transmitted  to  the 
property  clerk,  who  will  retain  the  signed  copy  for  record  and  sign  and  return  the 
duplicate. 

When  purchases  are  made  in  the  field  by  subordinates,  the  name  of  the  inspector 
or  chief  of  division  on  whose  force  the  purchaser  is,  and  who  is  accountable  for  gov- 
ernment property  purchased  by  his  subordinates,  should  appear  in  the  heading;  the 
purchaser  should,  however,  sign  the  receipt.  Sample  signed  copies  may  be  examined 
at  stations  or  obtained  from  Washington. 


LAUNDRY  ITEMS  IN  EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  regulation  9,  paragraph  (n),  of  the  Fiscal  Regulations, 
relative  to  laundry  items  in  expense  accounts,  which  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"Charges  for  laundry  must  include  all  expense  for  that  item  during  the  period  for 
which  the  account  is  rendered,  and  not  brought  forward  from  a  previous  account." 
The  laundry  claim  in  each  voucher  should  therefore  constitute  a  complete  charge  for 
aundry  service  during  the  period  covered  by  the  voucher. 
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CIVIL-SERVICE  EXAMINATION  FOR  ASSISTANT  IN  DAIRYING. 

An  examination  will  be  held  by  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  on 
March  17,  1909,  for  the  position  of  assistant  in  dairying  in  the  Bureau  of  Animal 
Industry,  to  secure  eligibles  for  filling  four  vacancies,  requiring  two  persons  qualified 
in  dairy-farm  management,  at  $1,000  to  $1,600  per  annum;  one  in  the  manufacture  of 
cheese,  for  duty  at  Madison,  Wis.,  at  $1,200  per  annum;  and  one  in  the  manufacture 
of  butter,  at  $1,200  to  $1,800  per  annum.  Information  concerning  the  examination 
and  blank  forms  of  application  may  be  obtained  from  the  United  States  Civil  Service 
Commission,  Washington,  D.  C.
